With the admission of Oklahoma 


into the Union the last of the In- 
dian country passes away. President 
Andrew Jackson, on June 30, 1834, 


.- signed an act of Congress declaring 


that "all parts of the United States 
west of the Mississippi river and not 
within the 
states of Missouri and 


Louisiana or the territory of Arkan- 
sas, shall be considered the Indian 
country." 


Out of the original "Indian coun- 


try," in which no one could trade 
without a permit from the Superin- 
tendent at Washington, or one of his 
deputies, ten states have been carved 
—Iowa, Minnesota, Kansas, Nebras- 
ka, Colorado, North and South Dako- 
ta, Montana, Wyoming, and now Ok- 
lahoma.

Jackson's "Indian country" 
passed 


out of existence 
when 
President 


Roosevelt attached his signature to 
the bill joining Okalhoma and In- 
dian Territory in one state, the forty- 
sixth state of the Union. 


Andrew Jackson and his counsel- 


lors thought that this entire region 
west of the Mississippi river 
was 


practically worthless as homes 
for 


white people. The people west of the 
river, however, had a different opni- 
ion; they had no hesitation about ex- 
pressing it, and in the meantime they 
have proved their assertions by mak- 
ing and developing the states, that 
' have become as important common- 
wealths as any in the Union. 


Both of Oklahoma. 


Oklahoma Territory is nearly 
19 


years old. It was born on April 22. 
1889, when the first run for homes 
was made into the "promised land." 
Indian Territory, which 
constitutes 


the eastern half of the new state, has 
not been so fortunate in the past, 
having never enjoyed a territorial 
form of government, but today she 
enters statehood on an equal foot- 
ing with Oklahoma Territory-. 


Out of a total of some 
250,000 


votes cast in both 
territories, 
the 


constitution's 
majority was 
more 


than 108,000. Party politics was for- 
gotten by the rank and file, and all 
the people united in ratifying the in- 
strument that was prepared by the 
constitutional convention. 


The first governor of the 
forty- 


sixth state is Chas. N. Haskell the 
nominee of the Democratic party, and 
elected by a majority of 27,000. He 
carried with him the 
entire 
state 


ticket and the legislature, insuring 
the election of the two

nominees for United States Senator 
Robert L. Owen of 
Muskogee, and 


Thomas P. Gore.

This national conference was large- 


ly promoted by Ailen Ripley Foote, an 
Ohio publicist of national reputo, who 
has taken an active interest, in state 
legislation in Ohio and elsewhere for 
several years. It is reasonable to pre- 
sume that one object sought to be ob- 
tained from such a conference was to 
stimulate the effort that is being made 
through the state board of commerce, 
of which Mr. Foote is commissioner, 
the State Grange and other bodies to 
revise the state constitution of Ohio 
in its restrictions on taxation, espe- 
cially to bring about classification of 
property for taxation instead of the 
horizontal provision of the constitu- 
tion for taxing alj forms of property 
at its real value.* * *

It is said' that Senator Hafm?r of

made to shape the commission on the 
pattern of the New York commission, 
which takes the physical value of the 
railroad as the basis of fixing rates. 
The Hafner -ill, it is said, will not 
interfere with home rule of cities iu 
granting franchises, but will confer 
power on the 
state commission to 


make rates and to enforce the opera- 
tic of public utilities in strict accord- 
ance with their franchs agreements. 
It is presumed that such a commis- 
sion would supersede 
the 
present 


stats railroad commission, and that a 
general utilities board 
would have 


jurisdiction over ail public utilities 
within the state. 


Whether this proposition can be put

disorders of the digestive tract: f»r an- 
other thing, all are caused by xsnclean 
and improper food, and for still an- 
other thing, all are most prevalent in 
summer. 
A 
familiar 
synonym 
for 


cholera i n f a n t u m . in fact, is "summer 
complaint." 
But this r.ame is far from 


accurate, fur "summer complaint." while 
most common and most dangerous in 
the hot months, is by no moans cor. - 
finer! to the sunvTuT 


When cholera infamum appears in its 


true form—that is to say. as an in- 
fectious dysenlt-r>—it is an exceedingly 
fatal disease at ;xny .u.il every season. 
Several authorities say that tiie death 
rate is more than fin per cent., which 
means that two-thirds of the children 
attacked by it die. In all large cities 
It is epidemic throughout the ye;;r. and 
In New York, where the dwellings of 
the 
i oor are- peculiarly crowded 
and 


unsanitary, there are 12.00" deaths from 
it earh year. 
During the census year 


1904, when the last mortality statistics 
were gathered by the federal govern- 
ment, there were 37,000 deaths from 
cholera Infantum In the comparatively 
few cities and towns that made returns. 
Thus In the whole country the mor-

The most virulent and dangerous- form 


of the malady is caused by a minute 
organism now believed to be identical 
with the germ which causes the terrible 
adult dysentery of the tropics.

important matter for the human race 
as a whole. 


The cholera Infantum bacillus, like 


that of typhoid fever, practically always 
enters the body through the stomach 
and bv the medium of bad milk or con- 
taminated food. 
It lives- and breeds in 


the intestinal tract and sends forth very 
powerful 
toxins, 
or 
poisons. 
These 


toxins cause most of the familiar symp- 


j toms of the disease-—the vomiting, the 
acute diarrhoea, the fever, the abdomi- 
nal pains and the rapid wasting of | 
strength.

An effort is made to remove the bacilli j 
and their toxins from the intestines by 
irrlgatlon. p.nd stimulants are employed 
to combat the distressing exhaustion, i 
In addition, the fever and other symp- j 
toms are combatted in the manner that 
seems least harmful and an effort is 
made to administer nourishment. 
Fur- 


ther than that nothing can be done, and 
so it is not remarkable that two-thirds 
of the children who develop true cholera 
infantum die of it. 


In many cases, indeed, the physician 


Is practically impotent *ad M mu«t 


confine himself to making the doomed 
child as comfortable and to prevent- 
ing the spread of the disease to other 
children in the household, tor cholera 
infantum. as has been mentioned, is de- 
cidedly infectious, and every case is apt 
to be followed by other cases. 


Therefore, when the disease appears 


in a house, it Is well to employ the same 
safeguards against its- spread as would 
be employed in a case of typhoid. All 
the bed Clothes and other fabrics In use 
in the sick room should be well soaked 
in !i mild solution of some effective 
germicide—carbolic acid or corrosive 
sublimate, for instance—before they are 
sr^t c::t v.-it!: the r«s* of th" family 
laundry, and care should be exercised 
in disposing of the water used to wash 
the patient. Other appropriate precau- 
tions will suggest themselves when it 
is remembered that the intestine* of the 
pati-nt and their secretions are fairly 
u l h e with virulent bacilli. 


To prevent cholera Infantum It is nec- 


essary, first, to reduce the risk of direct 
infection to the minimum, and secondly. 
to keep the 
child 
in good general 


health, so that, in case of chance in- 
fection, it may be in a condition to 
make a successful fight against the dis- 
ease. 
Both results may be attained by 


a proper supervision of its food supply. 
It must be fed intelligently and it must 
get pure food—which means, not food 
which merely looks good and smells 
food, bat 
toofl WfeWh to nourishing, i 


easily digested and absolutely free of 
all deleterious organisms. 


It is a lamentable fact, but one which 


no observant physician will deny, that 
mother-love causes almost as many 
deaths among- babies as mother-neglect. 
About the business of "raising" babies 
—certainly the most important profes- 
sion, by immense odds, in all the world 
—there has been grouped a mass of tra- 
ditions and superstitions whose prac- 
tical effect is a needless and enormous 
increase in the infantile death rate. 


j 
Ancient grandmothers, intrenched be- 


hind the fact that they have "raised 
a dozen children and lost none." ap- 
pear with ail sorts of riuiLulous lore 
regarding baby food and baby dressing, 
and it takes a great deal of firmness 
and ingenuity on the part of the physi- 
cian to combat them and put them to 
rout. Too often he is put to rout him- 
self, and has to content himself with 
rectifying 
the 
damage 
they 
have 


worked. 


The present writer was once called 


In, for instance, to ease the last mo- 
ments of a poor little child whose life 
was ending at four months. The baby 
had cholera Infantum and was dying of 
it, and nothing* could be done but make 
its death painless. 
And wliy was it 


dying? 
Simply becaus* Its grand- 


mother—a presumably san« and intelli- 
gent woman—had Insisted that It be 
given a "taste" of every dish eaten by 
it* motier, on th« theory MM It would 


thus progress most easily and safely 
from a diet of milk to one of adult food. 
The poor child's digestive apparatus 
was broken down entirely by this in- 
credible barbarity, and stray germs of 
cholera infantum found it an easy vic- 
tim. Yet if the grandmother had been 
told that she was directly and unmis- 
takably responsible for the baby's death 
she would have protested most vio- 
lently and, in all probability, would 
have instituted an action for criminal 
slander. 


Superstitions such as this are by no 


means few. nor are they confined to 
the ignorant. 
Many a mother of un- 


doubted intelligence provides her baby 
with one of the rubber or ivory nipples 
called "comforters" or "pacifiers." The 
theory of this is that the "pacifier" will 
keep the baby quiet, divert it 
from 


sucking its thumbs, and, by giving it 
something to employ its gums upon, 
help it to cut its teeth. 
This is the 


theory. In sober reality, the "pacifier" 
merely serves to make the baby queru- 
lous and 
peevish, to teach 
it bad 


habits, and to fill its mouth and body 
with the germ? of half a dozen diseases 
—from cholera infantum to diphtheria 
and from chicken pox to meningitis. 


The baby is dumped into Its perambu- 


lator, with a "pacifier" In Its chubby 
fist, and a nurse girl is told off to take 
car* of it. In a moment it drops the 
"pacifier" and the nurse girl rescues 
the deadly implement from the side- 
walk. If she i* ou*fui. ah* wipe* it 


with her apron or handkerchief; if not 
she jams it into the baby's mout)i with- 
out renovation. 
In either case, there 


are ten chances to one that it is fairly 
alive with germs. Wiping a thing with 
an apron, or dusting It with a brush, or 
washing it with soap, does not rid it of 
the organisms of disease. 
The only 


way to do that effectively is to boil It 
steadily for at least half an hour. And 
whoever heard of a nurse girl who 
boiled her charge's "pacifier" for half 
an hour before putting it to its disgust- 
ing and nefarious uses? 


In 
"pacifiers," 
rubber rings, 
and 


things of that sort cholera infantum 
lies. One authority estimates that from 
5 to 10 per cent, of all deaths among in- 
fants less than two years old are due 
to infections by such or similar means. 
The Average child, luckily enough, has 
an almost uncanry power for resisting 
virulent organisms-. Its hold upon life, 
despite its physical weakness, is strong, 
and it has a wonderful capacity for re- 
covery. If that were not true, the aver- 
age child, In the face of its almost con- 
stant exposure, would die.- 


There is no truth whatever in the 


common superstition that children must 
have something on which to exercise 
their gums. The baby's liking for such 
things !• a habit, pure and simple, and 
a bad habit 


It is Jnst as easy to teach It to do 


without Its rubber ring—just as easjr^ 
and a great deal more humane and «en-

FAMILY HOTBED 


for 


EIGHT DOLLARS 


A 


hotbed six feet by three -will cost 
possibly eight dollars, depending 
something upon the cost of labor, 


and whether or no manure can be had 
for the handling. 
Dig out the ground 


three feet deep, put in a foot of straw, 
leaves, or coarse litter, we; it thor- 
oughly, and tramp it down one-half. 
Put in fresh stable manure likewise wet 
and tramped, up to the surface level. 
Tnen set a frame, a foot deep in front 
and eighteen inches at the back, over 
the bed. 
Spread six inches' of light 


earth over the manure inside the frame, 
then bank the frame outside with more 
fresh manure, piling it slanting, and 
packing it down hard. A little earth 
over the manure-banks helps to keep 
in the heat. Put on the sash and let 
stand- several days—until a thermome- 
ter thrust down in the earth stands a. 
little above seventy degrees. 
Greater 


heat will scald the young seedling. 
After sowing things take care the bed 
does not get too hot. 
If it does, take 


oft* the sash, and dig holes here -and 
there down to the manure so the heat 
may escape. 


A hotbed made the first of December, 


and a second prepared after Christmas, 
will furnish a. constant succession of 
winter greens and relishes. 
Sow all 


things very thickly; they are quickly 
edible, and may be thinned to advan- 
tage. 
Young beet-tops make a dainty 


dish indeed, if pulled up three weeks 
from the time they show above ground. 
Protect the sash by an earth bank three 
inches high all round, and in very se- 
vere weather do not open it, except for 
a few minutes at a time. In moderate 
weather give air every day, but not 
enough to chill the young plants. Aside 
from the greens and relishes, these 
hotbeds can provide many things for 
sale, if 
desired—fine 
early 
tomato- 


plants, cabbage-plants, celery-stocks. 
Indeed, with plenty of space, and the 
will and skill to care for them, hotbeds 
can furnish very decent amounts of pin- 
money.

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.*.* The New Ways to Dress the Hair 


.The hat or head covering of any 


sort has been practically abandoned 
for evening wear. ' he woman who 
goes to theatre, opera or dance in her 
own carriage solves the problem by 
not covering her head at all. 
The girl 


who must go by public conveyance, 
particularly by trolley, dresses her hair 
elaborately and protects it by nothing 
more weighty than a scarf or square 
of chiffon. At the theatre, some feath- 
er ornament, like Prince 
of Wales 


plumes and aigrettes for matrons, while 
for debutantes floral wreaths or coro- 
nets, bands of velvet'or metallic ribbons 
and bands of tulle finished with huge 
rosettes or choux are entirely replacing 
even the thinnest hats. 


All these triffles demand for their 


foundation 
the 
most 
exquisitely of 


coiffed heads. The fluffy, "ratted" pom- 
padour and the Marcel wave have alike 
^given place to more severe styles of 
dressing. 
If any wave is used, it is 


scarcely visible to the naked eye, while 
puffs of hair unwaved but brushed until 
they shine like burnished metal, are 
far more fashionable. 


The false hair appears most general- 


ly In the form of puffs, not In pairs, 
but by the dozen, and in the short, al- 
most childish curls of the Directolre 
period. These are less expensive than 
the coronet braid seen last Winter, or 
the switch, and they are easier to keep 
in good condition, the one redeeming 
feature of the season's hair extrava- 
gance. 


The oval face has much the better 


Chance in this season's hair dressing. 
A very popular model shows the hair 
drawn away from the crown of the 
head and brushed out until it resem- 
bles the great halo of hair which 
surrounds the face of a. Zulu 
war- 


rior. 
When every tangle has been 


removed and the hair polished with 
the brush, it is rolled backward, round 


and round the finger, in sections, until 
it surrounds the entire head in a me- 
dium, even pompadour. This leaves the 
entire crown of the head and a space 
all around it, absolutely fiat, and this 
empty space is filled in with masses of 
false puffs. 


-Another striking method of dressing 


the ,hair suggests the Directoire pe- 
riod. The hair is parted in the middle 
and brushed smoothly over the ears. 
If its owner is blessed with luxurious 
locks, she catches it above the ears in 
two puffs, and then drawing it to the 
nape of the neck, makes a loose coil. 
One or two bands of ribbon or velvet 
are then used to finish the top of 
th.3 coiffure, lying quite flat- 


If there is not enough natural hair 


to make the puffs, false puffs are at- 
tached, the junction hidden by the 
bands of ribbon or velvet 
A softer 


dressing shows the hair waves parted 
and knotted at the base of the neck, 
with two small but soft curls just above 
and behind the ears. For evening this 
coiffure is finished with soft bands of 
maline, tulle or ribbon, with choux or 
bows at the left side. 
The broad ef- 


fect in hair dressing, and the puffs and 
curls over the ears are almost essen- 
tial in this day of extravagant hats. 


When false hair is used it rn'ist be 


washed and shampooed as regularly as 
the natural hair or it will soon take 
on a dusty, grimy, dead look. A good 
switch, or set of puffs or curls can 
be treated precisely like natural hair, 
using the'same curling fluid and irons, 
though the latter should always be 
use'd with discretion, or both false and 
natural hair will be burned. 


To secure just the right burnished 


glint on natural hair it must be neither 
too oily nor too dry. 
The dry nalp 


should be massaged nightly with the 
following lotion: 


Oil of rosemary 
1 ounce. 


Oil of almonds 
3 ounces. 


Oil of mace 
35 drops. 


If your hair Is very oily, apply the 


following lotion nightly: 


Bay rum, 2 quarts; alcohol, 1 pint; 


water, 1 pint; tincture of cantharides. 1 
ounce; carbonic of ammonia, % ounce; 
carbonate of potash, 1 ounce. 
Dissolve 


the two carbonates in the water; mix 
the remainder of the ingredients to- 
gether thoroughly, and then add the 
dissolved carbonates. Shake thorough- 
ly ---d pour the mixture into what is 
known as a drop-stopper bottle. Then 
you can part the hair and drop the lo- 
tion on a very little at a time, mas- 
saging it Into the scalp. 
Allow the 


liquid to dry in the scalp, and once 
a week, If the hair is very oily, sham- 
poo, 
-ising the following mixture: 


Tolk of one egg, 1 pint of rain water 


(lukewarm), 
1 
ounce 
of 
rosemary 


spirit*. 


Use half the shampoo mixture the 


first time, rinse thoroughly, apply the 
second half of the mixture and rinse 
until the water runs off absolutely 
clear. Dry In sunlight and do not dress 
the hair or even braid it, until it is 
absolutely dry and free from all odor. 


If you have trouble keeping your hair 


in curl, dispense with hot irons and try 
kid curlers, separating the 'hair into 
rather small locks and moistening with 
the following lotion before putting on 
the curlers: 


One ounce of gumarabic, % ounce of 


good moist sugar, % pint of pure hot 
water. 
Dissolve this. 
When this so- 


lution is cold add 2 fluid ounces of alco- 
hol, 
6 grains of bichloride of mercury 


and 6 grains of salamoniac. These last 
two should be dissolved in the alcohol 
before admixture. 
Lastly, add enough 


water to make the whole measure one 
pint, and perfume with any desired 
cologne. Apply to the hair and put up 
on kid curlers to dry. 


BANDAGES AND PCfULTICES 


P 


REPARE 
for 
emergencies—then 


they are not half so formidable. 
Devote old linen religiously to 


bandage uses. Tear it lengthwise into 
strips two to three inches wide, join 
the strips flat, laying one end on the 
other 
and 
running twice with 
soft 


thread into lengths of two or three 
yards. Pull off all ravelling, then be- 
gin at one end and roll up the bandage 
in a smooth softish roll. 
Make as 


many of these rolls as will half-fill a 
glass fruit jar. 
Put a light weight in 


the bottom of the jar park the band- | 
a^es over it. then fill up to the top 
with absorbent cotton, and set the jar 
upon an Inverted plate, in a kettle of 
cold water, deep enough to have the 
water come within an ir.rh of the bot- 
tle-neck. 
Put the kettle over a slow- 


fire, and heat the water to about one 
hundred and eighty degrees, and keep 
the heat steady for three hours. 
Re- 


move the kettle, let it cool somewhat, 
screw on the jar-top tight, and when 
cold take out of the water, wipe, and 
set away. 
The bandages and cotton 


will have been sterilized by the heat; 
hence in no danger of infecting a green 
wound. 


Make bags of old linen for poultices, 


with loosely mn drawing-strings at 
th« month, m mto half-fill the ba.£ 


with the poultice-stuff, and spread it 
by pressing between the palms. 
For 


poulticing n boil or abscess, first lay 
over the rising a bit of sterilized linen, 
lightly wet with olive oil. 
On top of 


that put 
the 
poultice. 
Tf sterilized 


linen is not at hand, scorch a bit be- 
side a flame or under 
a 
hot 
iron. 


Where poultices must be applied very 
hot. 
use three of the bags, keeping two 


of them constantly upon a bit of board 
laid in a hot oven. W rapping the bags 
in soft flannel keeps in the heat. and. 
often helps a poultice to abate severe 
pain. 


Mustard poultices wet with white of 


egg burn quicker than if water is used, 
but never blister the skin. 
Hot water 


is better than cold for wetting. 
Mix 


the dry mustard with half its own bulk 
of flour, wet to a soft paste, and spread 
t-venly, about twice as thick as paper. 
Cover the face of the plaster with fine 
old lawn 
or very fine cheese-cloth. 


Where quick blistering is d«"ired. wet 
the mustard with pepper-vinegar.
